Aerial Attrition 

Almost to the day, United States 
bombers marked the anniversary of the 
raid on ‘Tokyo by a raid on Bremen, ap 
proximately half-way around the world 
from the Japanese capital. Their target 
was the Focke-Wulf airplane factories 


Half the factories were either destroyed or

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heavily damaged. Though 16 bombers 
were lost, 55 enemy fighters were shot 
down. That more than evened the score in 
the air fighting, and left the Americans 


a clear gain of the damage done to the 
Focke-Wulf plant. In addition the Axis 
lost 96 planes in the Mediterranean area 
over the week-end, 70 of them huge trans 
ports. Lt.-Gen. Spaatz counts 519 enemy 
planes shot down by Allied Air Forces 
in the Mediterranean theatre alone since 
March 20th, against a loss of 175; and 
1,000 more destroyed or damaged on the 
ground. 

Herr Goering’s luftwaffe is being badly 
mauled, not only on the western and south- 
ern fronts but also in the east, where the 
Russians claim to have wrecked 302 Nazi 
machines last week while losing 103 of 
their own, This does not indicate that the 
enemy air power has been crippled, but 
that it is being whittled down at a rate 
which must tell heavily a few months 
hence. It is unlikely that planes are be- 
ing built or can be built in Axis factories 
to keep pace with this rate of loss—in 
which case the reserves are being reduced 
A perhaps still harder job is to keep up 
the supply of first rank pilots, though the 
loss of crews over Axis territory is natur- 
ally less than the loss of planes. 

Goering must be wondering when he 
can Start to make good that promise to 
dump ten tons of bombs on Britain for 
every ton dumped on the Reich. He is a 
long way in arrears, and is not catching up.

The bureau of statistics reports that 
sales of gasoline in Canada during 1942 
totalled 911 million gallons, in round fig- 
ures, against 980 millions in 1941.
